DEFEATING LA TUQUE SIX TO FOUR, 
McGILL CLIMBS ONE MORE RUNG 
TOWARDS 




OF EAST 



Combination of Red and White Was Deciding Factor— 
Stenson Starred— Large Crowd Witnessed Past Game 
—Rooters Out in Force— Individual Brilliance Shown 
By La Tuque — "Hockey Tourists" Left For Toronto 
Last Night 



The McGIll hockey team won their 
seventh straight victory last iiigtit 
when they defeated the strong La 
Tuque sextette by a score of 6 to 4. 
Taking Into consideration the fact 
that the Red and White had already 
played two hard games this week, 
their performance last night was' little 
short of phenomenal. 

'The whole team played well, the 
work of Stenson in the nets being a 
special feature of tho game, but the 
defence gave him almost perfect sup- 
port except on two occasions when 
loose playing allowed a La. 'Tuque 
player to walk in and score an easy 
goal. Showing combination that 
brought many of the old-timers back 
to the palmy tfaya when combination 
and not scintillating individual play 
made the game a delight to watch, 
the forward line swept down the ice 
time after time, and but for. marvel 
ous luck on the part of the La Tuque 
goal-keeper, McGlll's end of the score 
Would have been much larger. 

While the McGill comb'natlon was 
the feature of the game, the specta 
tors were treated to the greatest ex 
hlbition of individual playing that 
has been seen in Montreal in many 
seasons. During the greater part of 
tho first and' second periods, George 
McNaughton, the La Tuque centre, 
considered by many, and on hie 
showing last night, undoubtedly the 
best amateur hockey player in the 
cast, pUyed tho McGIll team to a 
standstill. Hia equal as a puck- 
carrier has not been seen Th amateur 
hockey, thia season, and hie long 
sweeping poke-oheck broke up numer- 
ous McGill attacks. He accounted for 
three of La Tuque's goals, and was 
directly responsible for the other. 
Hughes and Montgrain were also very 
effective, but were outshone by Mc- 
Naughton. 

The first period saw McGill on the 
defensive, and Stenson was called 
upon quite frequently to turn aside 
dangerous shots r from Hughes and 
McNaughton. . After about five min- 
utes had expired/Flanagan broke up 
a combination and, sweeping down 



the ice, passed to liejian, who gave 
the goal-keeper absolutely no chance 
to save. McGill's advantage was 
short-lived, for McNaughton came 
back in two minutes ■ and scored 
on a spectacular individual effort. 
The players at this period began to 
feel tho effects of the t°rrtble pace 
they had sol, and at an opportune 
moment Lyall was sent in to relievo 
Anderson. He signalized 1 his appear- 
ance by scoring a beautiful goal on a 
pass from Behan, sending in an ankle- 
high shot from the side. McGill had 
now struck their stride^ and Flanagan 
grabbed the puck from the face-off 
and banged in another goal before 
La Tuque had settled down. This 
upset them much more, and on a com- 
bination play between Flanagan and 
Behan, the latter scored, drawing out 
the goal-keeper and popping- in a goal 
which brought the scoring to a close 
for the period. 

If McGill imagined that the game 
was already won, they were rudely 
awakened, for La tuquo came, back 
and kept them on the defensive for 
over half the 'period, but once again 
the McGill combination showed to 
good effect and Anderson netted their 
fifth goal on the prettiest play of the 
evening, receiving* piss frôm Behan, 
who had taken Flanagan's pass and 
drawn out the defenpe. La Tuque 
showed their mettle by attacking des- 
perately, and Braith «faite scored In 
forty-five seconds, batting in a re- 
bound from his own sljot. This goal 
seemed to give La Tuque new life, 
and MeNaughtppijenf hjeered a ; play 
which resulted in hie scoring on a re- 
bound from a shot by Hughes. On 
this goal the McGill defence showed 
lamentable weakness in allowing Mc- 
Naughton to skate' in uncovered and 
giving Stenson no chance whatever to 
clear. At this period the '.play was 
nip and tuck, and Stenson made many 
stops that bordered on the sensa- 
tional. For almost t\fro minutes he 
stopped drives with almost every part 
of his anotomy, and once threw his 
stick away in order to save an almost 
certain goal. The teams at this time 



were playing five men aside, as Flan- 
agan and Gerald McNaughton were 
sterling penalties for tripping. Flan- 
agan returned to the ice first, giving 
McGill an advantage of one man, 
which resulted in his scoring on a 
pass from Anderson, bringing the 
period to a close with the score 6-3 
in favor of McGill. Coach Shaugh- 
nessy made a judicious use of his 
substitutes, sending in fresh men at 
the psychological, moment when the 
regulars showed signs of , distress. 
Gallery showed his versatility by sub- 
stituting at both right and left wing, 
and his back-checking proved a 
6tumbllng-block to many well-in- 
tended and dangerous La Tuque' at- 
tacks.' 

McGill started the third period 
minus one man, Dinecn having been 
penalized shortly before the expira- 
tion of the second stanza. La Tuque, 
with their backs to the wall and with 
their chances of winning further 
laurels fading with every minute, 
fought desperately, almost deluging 
Stenson with shots from every angle, 
but he proved equal to the occasion, 
and, with everyone In a frenzy of ex- 
citement, displayed the utmost cool- 
ness and stopped and cloared with 
almost clock-like precision. Dlneen 
and Cully at this stage proved their 
worth by relieving the fast-tiring for- 
ward line time and. again by lightning 
rushes down the ice. DIneen sur- 
prised even his most ardent admirers 
by his marvellous display ' of speed, 
a tiu was easily the fastest man on the 
ice. Cully proved dangerous, and 
tested Duchesno wUu..a. couple of 
cannon-ball shots, and on one occar 
slon came within an ace of scoring on 
a rebound of his own shot. Behan, 
who up to this time-h*4 been playing 
sterling hockey, gave an exhibition of 
stick-handling of which only he is 
capable, and but for hard luck would 
have notched another goaf, as hè'hàd 
ragged past the defence and had only 
the goal-keeper to beat, but drew his 
angle too fine and hit the goal-post. 
With McNàughton's return to the Ice, 
La Tuque took on a new lease of life 
and Bralthwalto and McNaughton 
rushed. The former almost scored, 
and Stenson was called upon to save 
on successive shots from these two. 
Stenson again distinguished himself 
by rushing out and intercepting a 
pass which had all the ear-marks of,

CONGOS IN 




Score Shows Teams Evenly 
Matched. 



EXCITING GAME. 



First Half Ends With Score 
10— 10, But P.C.'s Win 
Out. 



In one of tho fastest and most ex- 
citing basketball games that has been 
seen in tho Intor-Thcologlcal Colleges 
Lcaguo this year, the Presbyterian 
quintette defeated the. Congrega- 
tional by tho close score of 16-14. 

The score is a Just Indication of 
the play, and the final outcome of 
the game was in doubt until tho last 
few minutes of play. In tho first few 
minutes the Presbyterians piled up a 
six score lead, then were unable to 
tally for the remainder of the period, 
while the Congregational came right 
back and notled four points. The 
second half was replete with thrills 
and exciting moments. The Congos 
netted a penalty basket, then tho ball 
went, through from a jump-off near 
the basket and sent the Congos ahead. 
The Presbyterians worked at ^op 
speed and : forged ahead, then the 
Congos- scored twice and tied the 
score, 10-10. Pandemonium was let 
loose when the Presbyterians wont 
ahead on a penalty shot, then tho 
Congos went ahead again, but, led. by 
Amaron, tho P. C. staged a come-back, 
and just managed to win out by a 
two-point lead. 

This victory gives the champion- 
ship of tho league to the Presby- 
terians, who havo gone through the 
season without sustaining a,- defeat. 
Both teams- recognized the import- 
ance of last night's game, and worked 
like Trojans — the Presbyterians to 
win the championship and the Con- 
gregationals to win the game and 
thus necessitate a play-off.

Morre dropped another penalty 
shot through in the beginning of tho 
second period, and a moment later 
Sanders batted the ball into the 
basket from a jump-off.

Rinks Have Been of Great 
Benefit to Student 
Body. 



During the recent financial cam- 
paign, Dr. Nicholson, the Registrar 
of the University, published a very 
Interesting and Instructive, pamphlet 
entitled, "The Cost of Education." 
In this article,' Dr. Nicholson states 
the amount paid in fees, and com- 
pares these figures with the sum 
that it costs the University for each 
student per college year. , A study of 
the figures reveals the fact that a 
student pays only 20 per cent, of tho 
amount that it costs the University to 
put him through College 

The Department of Physical Educa- 
tion Is now. assuming the important 
place that it should have in a college 
curriculum. Throughout most of out- 
up-to-date universities* proporly or- 
ganized and supervised physical 
activity is now taking a much more 
important. place than it has In tho 
past. 

The Ideal Department of Physical 
Education is one through which every 
student will bo active in some form 
of physical activity. For many years 
wo have witnessed a specialization of 
a few for the observation of the many. 
It is obvious that a much more satis- 
factory .plan is to have activities con- 
ducted so that the great mass of stu- 
dents will be actively engaged in 
either competitive athletic or physi- 
cal exercise of some kind. Tho belief 
of modern educational institutions 
that it is their duty to insure 
that graduates shall be physi- 
cally able to carry out through life 
the principles that they have learnt 
in college, has led them to inaugurate 
a programmé by which they would 
be assured that during his college 
career each student should devote a 
certain amount of time to physical 
exercise. To this end, our own uni- 
versity, through Corporation, recently 
adopted a regulation demanding par- 
ticipation in some form of physical 
activity for undergraduates, of the 
first three years. The Department of 
Physical Education is the body which 
administers and supervises these re- 
quired activities. 

In this connection the financial 
obligation Is a great one. A portion 
of the fees of each student Is set aside 
and used for the Department. To 
single out one activity, for example, 
hockey and skating, it is Interesting 
to note the obligations that have been 
assumed. Up to the session 19 19-' 
1920 two outdoor rinks were con- 
ducted, ..one for the women under- 
graduates, behind the R.V.C., and the 
other for men undergraduates, on the 
Campus. Up to this time, the Stu- 
dents' Council conducted the Campus 
Rink,»and a charge of 25 cents por 
student was made for all Inter-Class 
and Inter-Faculty hockey. For thé 
session 1919-1920 on the recom- 
mendation of tho Department of Phy- 
sical Education tljls charge was dono 
away with, and the Students' Council 

g the 
of over 

$700.00. Thé average deficit, per 
year previous to this time on the rink 
was, approximately, $300.00. 

In spite of the knowledge' that the 
rink could not be run as a financial 
success, the -Department .undertook 
to run the rink at a loss, the reason 
for so doing was that every oppor- 
tunity would be given to students de- 
siring to take part In hockey without 
any additional financial obligation on 
tho part of ^he student. 

This session, 1920-1921, it was 
held, that in order tp properly eic- 
commodate.all those who desired to 
participate in hockey, that more than 
one rink would be necessary. To this 
end, arrangements were made where- 
by a Women's Rink would be con- 
structed on the old tennis courts in 
the hollow, which could be used for 
not only ladles' hockey but also for 
social skating, 
considerably largi 
behind the R.V.C., has proved to be 
much more expensive to maintain. 
The use of the Women's Rink for 
social skating has made possible a 
much wider use of tho Campus Rink 
for Inter-Class and Inter-Faculty 
hockey. Opportunity has been of- 
fered members of the teaching staff, 
friends and benefactors of tho Uni- 
versity, to secure family membership 



tickets, giving skating privileges on 
tho Women's Rink. Although the 
revenue is considerably in excess of 
last year, it Is estimated that there 
win be a deficiency "of approximately 
$1,300.00 on the maintenance of both 
rinks. 

, The question arises whether the 
Univoralty, through the Department 
of Physical Education. Is Justified in 
assuming this expenditure. When It 
is considered that a largo number of 
•the teaching staff, friends and beno- 
factors of tho University, enjoy tho 
privilege of holding Tamily member- 
ship tickets, and the greatly enlarged 
facilities for Inter-Class and Inter- 
Faculty hockey for both men and 
women undergraduates, it' Is con- 
sidered that thé expenditure'is-jtisti- 
fied and that the plan Is well 'worth 
while. 

The Women's Rink is used 14 hours 
per week for Inter-Class practices and 
games for the women students of the 
University, in addition to five hours 
per week for men undergraduates' 
hockey and social skating activities. 
Tho Men's Rink has been used to 
capacity, and there lias been ou an 
average 200 men per week engaged 
in Inter-Class and . Inter-Faculty 
hockey since the beginning of the 
session. It is difficult to estimate 
the value of this expenditure to the 
Undergraduate body. Tho increased 
opportunity for healthy, vigorous out- 
door exercise In Itself should alone 
make tho expenditure Justified, but In 
addition, the fact that the University 
has had on the average 200 men pet- 
week actively engaged in intra- 
mural hockey, must havo a tremend- 
ous effect upon stimulating both In- 
side and outside the University this 
splendid type of typical Canadian out- 
door exercise. Tho effect that this 
must have upon the representative 
teams of the University Is bound to 
be. quite marked, also thoso Individu- 
als gain experience, and through in- 
creased ability are able to take their 



d ability an 
places w"th the teams that are repre- 
senting the University in tho City and 
District and Intercollegiate Hockey 
Leagues. 

This is ono of the ways, then, In 
which the Department of Physical 
Education is making a definite con- 
tribution towards stlmnlatUig activity 
in hockey and skating, but more im-, 
portant still, it IS a most valuable 
contribution to tho health and vigor 
of our manhood.
